Tho oo-so \vith which flies ascend the 


ghisa paucs of tho window, or other 
politted surfaces, has long nth-acted 
notion, and many scientific observers 
have put forward theories to account 
for Uio way In which these little crea- 
U.rcs bcoin to set tho law of oTavitation 
at dcljanco. A French naturalist, Dr. 
J. E. liombouU, has been recently en- 
gaged in investigating Uio subject, and 
hoi arrived at somo conclusions diilbr- 
ina from thoso commonly accepted. 
Tho present article is mainly » resume 
ol a paper by Dr. Rombouts. 


For a long time it was believed that 


ilics aud numerous other insects pos- 
n(jsstd their faculty for running over 
polished surfaces in conscqucuco of tho 
vast number ot line hairs with which 
then fort nro garnishcU, and that they 
were able to insinuate these hairs into 
the muiute pores of Uio glass, and so ob- 
tain a foothold. In order to convincei 
ourselves at once- of tho absurdity of 
this Idea, we have only to look at the 
surface of tho glows with a microscope. 
Of coarse no modern naturalist would 


ive this explanation of tho phcnome-, 


lion.Another theory, which is often put 
fonvard, explains the fact in tho follow- 
ing manner: It is alleged that tho feet 
oAho Cy terminate in Etllo "suckers," 
which m walking ore pressed to the 
pohshcd surface, oo that at every step a> 
vacuum is formed under each foot^ 
which IB thus held down by tho pros-1 
sure of tho air. This process would bej 
precisely tho same as that with Tvhich 
boys umusL themselves, when a wet 
disc of moist leather at the i'ud of a 
string is imido fast to tho pavement by, 
suction. 


But modern research lias proved that 


snch a contact as that which has just' 
been described does not take place. 
Flie.s have walked over tho inner walls 
of a receiver after tbo air has been- 
withdrawn. Besides, tho microscopic' 
examination, of tho toot of a lly showsi 
clearly that tho "sucker" theory is noti 
tenable. Tho base of tho foot is gar-, 
nished with such u quantity of fine harr.i 
that the close contact needed for tliej 
production of a vaccum could not bo 
eUecled. 


Hlackwall explains tho phenomenon 


by averting that a viscous substance; 
exudes from each hair, and many mod-j 
ern entomologists mipport the same 
theory. Hut in reply to this theory, it) 
is urged that if such'a viscous snbsta,ncel 
was really deposited at each step, tho 
flies would not be able to move aftec 
having remained for n. long time men 
tionlcss, because Uiis substance voultl 
havcjlried up and hardened. Whereas 
wo know well that a ily takes wing in-I 
stantly at our approach, even after hav-i 
ing rested on one spot without stirring 
for hours. 


Ur. Kombouta has arrived at tho coni 


ohihion that it is neither by the pressure; 
of tho air, nor by Uio use of a glutinous 
liini.d, that Hies exorcise their faculty 
for running over polished surfaces, bu? 
Uiat Uieir capabilities in this respect are. 
dm1 simply to molecular action between 
solids ami liquids, or, in other words, 
mint ho attributed solely to capillary 
action. 


If wo O-xamioo the lower portion ot 


the foot of a ily with a powerful micro- 
scope, we sco clearly that it is furnished! 
with a largo number ol hairs disposed 
with much regularity. Tho lower end: 
of each hair has a club-shaped termina- 
tion, slightly varying in form. From 
thcso club-shaped ends flows a greasy 
liquid, which docs not dry up or harden 
for a long time. The Uny drops loft on 
tho surface of a glass after the passage 
of a lly may be taken up after two or 
thrco days with a piece of line paper 
without any necessity ol moistening 
Uicm. 


By means of an ingeriious little ap- 


paralu.s of hie own contriving. Dr. Rom- 
bouts watched tho under surface of tho 
lly's foot while in motion, and tho wet 
trace made by the tiny hairs. Ho says 
it cannot be admitted that tho fluid 
causes tho club-shaped ends of tho hairs 
to act as suckers, as some naturalists as- 
sert. If RO, these extromitios would, by 
tho act of sucUon, take tbe form of 
discs, whereas they wore put down and 
raised with a facility.^that could not bo 
experienced if they were really sub- 
jected to tho pressure of the air. 


In ordor to tost the possibility of ca- 


pillary action being exorcised in this 
manner, Dr. Hooibouts tried somo deli- 
cate experiments. He found that a hair 
dipped m olive oil, or even in water, 
•would hang suspended when just touch- 
ing a clean piece of glass. Ho carefully 
weighed thcso hairs, also found the 
average weight of flies, and calculated 
the number of hairs on their feet, and 
was fully confirmed in his theory. 
Ho 


considers that there are from 800 to 
1,000 hairs oil each of the two divisions 
(pulvilli) of each foot, giving a total oi 
from 10,000 to 12,000 hairs. The fly, 
however, -when crawling over a window- 
patie, only has three or four feet on the 
glass at one time. Consequently the 
number of hairs in function at one time,

' "it is also exceedingly difficult, if noli 
'impossible, for a lly to run over a vcrti- 
;Cal polished surface when covered with 
a thin layer of dust If a fly be caught 
after an attempt to crnwl up a dusty 
rwindow-pane, and its feet be carefully 
(examined under a powciful microscope, 
itho spaces between the minute hairs will 
:bo seen to be Cllod up with line powder. 
,A fly that lias grot itself into this predic- 
lament has to rub its feet one against 
.another for some time, and rub them 
over its wings a few times, until it fcela 
•satisfied that all the dust is removed, 
'and that it can conveniently resume its 
Wanderings. This process, which must 
'be frequently observed by any one who 
watches flies, is not engaged in, as has 
often been asserted, for tho purpose of 
cleaning tho wings, but with tho object 
of rendering tho feet once more capable 
of moving over smooth surfaces. Tho 
eurfaco o? each wing is furnished with a 
crowd of stiff haars, which may very 
satisfactorily bo used by tho lly oe a 
brush. 
Blackball affirms that the flies cleanse 


themselves in this way u» order to ro- 
movo from tho fcot tLo superfluity of 
tho viscous fluid described in the pre- 
oeding allusions to his theory. 
But if 


this were so tho poor fly would bo soon 
covered with a thin coating of this mat- 
ter wherever he rubbed his feet, and all 
kinds of dust with which he came in 
contact would adhere to his litUo body. 
In a short time the lly would become a 
dirty, shapeless mass,whcrcos wo know 
that Hies arc personally (if wo may USD 
tho word) exceedingly neat and clean. 


In tho case of other insects which 


equally with llies possess tho faculty of. 
running up smooth surfaces, tho loot 
are found to be similarly furnished with 
a crowd of minute hairs, terminating in 
club or ball-shaped ends. Their pro- 
cost, of adherence is the same as already 
doocribed.— N. J". fiscrrer.

erately well off. 
"Down to ISO? his only 


lauded propertj' was Sclionhauscn in 
tho Alttnarlc, \\hich contains about 
1,800 acres of generally excellent land. 
In 1877 ho adiled to this the manor ol| 
Varz'u in Hinter Pomerauia, which lio 
purchased with tho prant of '100,000 
thalers (S288.000) voted to him by tho 
Landtag. This estate, to which he sub- 
eoquontly added tbe properties of Cho- 
row and Sedlitz, uow covers au area of 
about 30,000 acres. It consists for tbo 
most part, however, of poor land, somo 
of it being scarcely fit even to grow lire. 
After tho events of 1870, the Emperor,, 
iu his capacity as Sovereign l)uko or 
Lauonburg, presented tho Chancellor 
with the Snchscnwald, lying in tbe 
Sohwarzenbock district not far from 
Hamburg, and stretching down to tbe 
Elbo. It hnd previously been crown 
Jand, and comprises an area of about, 
20,000 acre?, covered for tho most part1 
with magnificent beech forests. Tho1 
Prince has recently added to this estate, 
on which there was neither arable laud 
nor a residence of any sort, the small 
properties of Sehonau and Silt. These 
adjoin the western boundary of Sachen- 
wttld. and wore, by the way, by no 
means an advantageous purchase. Some 
of tho timber of the woods at Varzin in 
sold to three local paper factories which 
are worked by tho river Wipper, and 
that of the Schwarzenbcck forests is 
disposed of to a largo powder mill. 
Varzin and the Sachcnwald, as -well as' 
Schonbausen, havo tbo advantage of bo- 
Ing close to a railway, and their products 
can bo brought readily and cheaply to 
market Tbo residences on these threo! 
cstatee are neither particularly large ] 
nor in any way magnificently got up,) 
but they Are comfortably furnished. 
And tnednchsTObe, which tho Prince 
baa transformed from a lodging-house 
for summer visitors from Hamburg into 
a sort of little mansion houso, is, with 
its surrounding beech and fir trees and 
its winding stream, a really exquisite 
spot. The Sachsenwald, with the two 
estates which arc now united with it, is 
probably worth about tlireo million 
marks ($600,000), but the income de- 
rived from it does not much exceed 
100,000 marks ($30.000) por annum.—
